Sunday Marked By Excellent 


Hunter Performances 

There was as good class and per- 
formance in the annual Montpelier 
Hunter Trials, held last Sunday, on 
Morris Clark’s Clifton Farms, near 
Orange, as there was during a week 
at the Garden. Across a rolling, up 
and down hill course, of about two 
miles, top ring performers had to 
prove over many obstacles, varying 
from snake fences, chicken coops, 
ditches, stone-walls and Aikens, to 
moments demanding manners in ac- 
complishing a wall from the midst 
of rooting pigs, another fence into 
eattle and still another ditch where 
ducks went flapping. 

A farmyard medley it was that 
brought forth some thirty horses for 
the day, required a superlative way 
of going and extended hunting hunt- 
ers. So it was that Mrs. George 
Watts Hill’s Inky, recently from the 
steep ramps and stuffy basement 
stalls of the Madison Square Gar- 
den, came again to perform in Vir- 
ginia daylight and earn the Judges' 
decisions as well as the crowd’s en- 
thusiastic acclaim. 


Ridden by Twyman, the compact 
personable daughter of Apprehen- 
sion—Marching On, by Light’ Bri- 
gade, didn’t seem a whit the winded 
after pulling the hills, jumping 
eleven fences and ditches, to win 
the Open Green and then the covet- 
ed Hunter Stake, with performance 
scoring 50 per cent, manners and 
conformation 25 per cent each.

Treweryn Beagles

Forty-Ninth National Field Trials 
Include Twelve Packs Com- 


peting From East

The National Beagle Club opened 
its 49th annual Field Trials at Insti- 
tute Farm, Adlie, Va., Thursday, 
Nov. 10th, with the running of the 
Pack Stakes. The Treweryn Beagles, 
a 13 inch Subscription Pack, from 
Berwyn, Pa., ably hunted by their 
Master, David B. Sharp, Jr., carried 
away top honors by winning four out 
of the six Pack Events. 

This year Chetwood Smith, of 
Worcester, Mass., and John Brice, of 
Vandergrift, Pa., did the Judging. 
Twelve of the best Packs in the East 
were well represented and showed 
good sport and keen competition to 
an enthusiastic following. The Trials 
were again favored with clear. weath- 
er, but probably the hotest the Na- 
tional has seen for some time. Scent- 
ing conditions were generally good, 
except in the heat of high noon. Rab- 
bits were plentiful on the Institute 
Farm but rather scarce-on Mr. Metz- 
ger’s property. 

The Trials opened with the run- 
ning of the 12-Inch Two Couple 
Packs for the Foxcatcher Plate. Ten 
Packs competed and Treweryn won 
with a very nice driving little hunt 
during which Hounds stayed right 
together and worked the line closely 
throughout. Dean Bedford ran two 
Packs of his Pemberton Beagles, 
showed two good driving hunts, to 
place second and third. Mrs. Wil- 
liam du Pont, Jr.’s Foxcatcher took 
the Reserve ribbon.

During the comparative lull in the 
past week’s track activities, a_re- 
presentative group of the fairly de- 
pendable sons and daughters of Vir- 
ginia sires have turned in creditable 
performances. 

Up at Narragansett last Friday, the 
day before the last of the New Eng- 
land tracks closed for the season, a 
son of Runantell scored the outstand- 
ing achi¢vement of the day when the 
Geata Irrain Stable’s Affirmation 
captured the featured Misquamicut 
Purse. In so doing, the 3-year-old 
gelding justified his choice in the 
betting, despite the unfavorable 
sloppy track and his qualification as 
only a second class mudder. 

Previous to Affirmation’s triumph 
that morning, W. C. Johnson’s 7-year 
old gelding Believer, by the late 
*Omar Khayyam, ploughed through 
the same mud to annex the opening 
event of six furlongs, while another 
victory later went to Dark Beau, 4- 





year-old Sun Beau gelding, who 
thus accounted for his fourth New 
England win under the colors of Miss 
E. J. Granfield. 

Of the week’s 2-year-old perform- 
ers, R. V. Boyle’s Golden Voyage, a 
son of *Happy Argo who broke his 
maiden at Empire City back in QOct- 
ober, scored again at Bowie on Wed- 
nesday, November 16. The following 
day at Bowie another On Watch 
stepped from the maiden ranks to 
the winners circle when Max Hirsch’s 
filly Jest Once trounced eleven others 
of her sex in a five and a half fur- 
long battle. Out on the West Coast 
on Saturday last, the *Bright Knight 
filly Our Haven turned in her third 
juvenile victory for B. E. ' Roberts

Final Hunt Meeting Of Year 


Splashing over the water-soaked 
turf of Montpelier last Saturday, in 
a second running of The Noel Laing 
Steeplechase Handicap, at the 6th 
Annual Montpelier Meeting, on the 
estate of Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott, 
Jockey Walton rode again on Harold 
E. Talbott’s Big Rebel, and the pair 
vindicated themselves. Just as in the 
previous week’s running of the Glen- 
wood National, the Talbott 4-year- 
old ran strongly throughout, and at 
the end, Jockey Walton rode through 
to the finish properly and took the 
coveted cup named for the late great 
gentleman-rider-trainer. 

Eleven declined the issue, yet still 
a substantial field of ten paraded. E. 
Roberts on Walter C. Wickes, Jr.’s 
Prince Wick broke on top, with Mor- 
ris H. Dixon’s Court Time, the winner 
and J| Fred Adams, Jr.’s, Bell Man 
in order only through the first three 
fences. Going up the hill, on the en- 
trance side of the course, the first 
time, Mr. Bill Jones, on Wild Son, of 
the Montpelier Stable was seen to be 
running well among the leaders. 

It was raining so hard that taking 
notes was almost impossible. At the 
completion of the first round, it was 
Big Rebel, Court Time and Bell Man 
third by a neck, with six of the rest 
bunched closely up. Through the 
final mile, Wild Son, Court Time, Our 
Manager, of Ray Woolfe’s handling, 
from L. W. Robinson, Jr.’s stable, 
with Jockey Bahks up, made repeat-

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FORTY HORSES AUCTIONED 


AT MANLEY CARTER SALE 


The entire stable of Manley W. 
Carter, of Orange, Va. was sold at 
auction on last Friday, Nov. 18th, 
with the first lot going under the 
hammer at ten o’clock. Forty head 
were sold for $29,925 for an average 
of almost $750. <A _ representative 
crowd of horsemen from throughout 
Virginia were on hand to obtain 
many spendid Rockminister offerings, 
at what was considered a fair auc- 
tion sale. 

Brood mares, with foals by their 
sides, and in foal to Rockminister, 
went disappointly low. However, 
there were some good fresh hunters 
and young horses that brought the 
average up considerably. 

Jack Skinner purchased an _ up- 
standing two year old, 15.3%, by 
Rockminister—Waybill, by Waygood, 
paying near the top of the day for 
this double Rock Sand cross and po- 
tential ’chaser. G. C. Tuke, topped 
the day’s prices with $2,000 he paid 
for Johnny Tight, a ch. g., 5 year old 
by Morvich—Mary Belle, by Ballot, 
a very attractive lightweight hunter 
prospect with some experience. 

William B. Streett, well known 
trainer, said to be buying for Mrs.

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3 GREYS OUTSTANDING IN YEAR 
OF CHASING OVER BRUSH, TIMBER 


Coq Bruyere And Antilin’ kewl The Van In Year 
Of Steeplechasing As Season Closes For Track 
And Hunt Meetings 


Of the many outstanding howses which have won races at the various hunt 
meetings during the current year, as well as those which have scored over 
brush at the big tracks, unquestionably the greys have turned in the most 
enviable records. Over timber it has been Coq Bruyere, the grey son of Coq 
Gaulois—Madge Wildfire who has carried the green and white colors of 
John Strawbridge to victory in five of his six formidable outings since last 
May. Over the big steeplechase courses it has been Thomas Hitchcock’s 
Annibal, the grey French gelding by Chubasco—Alliance who has started 
seven times in which he has returned the winner six, his one failure being 
when he lost his rider at Delaware Park in May. Both on the flat and over 
brush at the hunt meets it has been Toolbox every time, the Sir Greysteel— 
Toyshelf gelding wound up his career last summer without a single defeat 
after starting five times, though he broke down when he won his final effort 
at Delaware Park. 
The one performance which mars Coq Bruyere’s otherwise clean escutch- 
eon goes back to his first outing this year when he finished third to his 
stablemate Rockicy and Miss Nancy Patterson’s Pete O’Donnell in the Hars- 
ton Cup at the Whitemarsh Spring Meeting last May. After that one defeat, 
however, the young amateur George Strawbridge piloted the E. M. Cheston- 
trained gelding over some of the stiffest timber courses in the country to be 
challenged by veterans of the best and to come home first every time. Win- 
ning first the Radnor Hunt Cup in the spring, in which he defeated Ostend, 
Coq Bruyere then came on in the fall to vindicate his earlier Whitemarsh 
performance by this time defeating Rockicy in the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup 
on September 17, a three horse race wherein Hugh O’Donovan’s Justa Rack- 
et fell. After that it was The Meadow Brook Cup the following week in 
which such respectable competitors as Faction Fighter and Budget Boy clos- 
ed behind him, while Corn Dodger and Seafarin Dan numbered among the 
fallen. Adding two more in October, Coq Bruyere took the Monmouth 
County Gold Cup in his stride on October 15 and this time it was Blockade, 
the latest Maryland winner, who bowed to him. Thence on to Essex and 
their New Jersey Hunt Cup finale, on October 29 the team of Coq Bruyere 
and young Mr. Strawbridge brought their season to a triumphant close by 
once more leading home Budget Boy. 
With Annibal it was that top of all amateurs Rigan McKinney who guided 
the French chaser to all his laurels. Their first outing together this year, 
in The Land of Clover Steeplechase at Belmont, on May 10, resulted in a 
victory over Swimalong, Grain de Cafe, Torturer and Good Chance. Then 
on May 30, the pair chalked up a second Beimont victory with The Corin- 
thian, this time over National Anthem, Red Rain, Jungle Kine and others. 
It was on June 22 over the William du Pont designed two mile course at 
Delaware Park that Annibal made his one error, slipping from contention in 
The Georgetown Steeplechase by unloading Mr. McKinney at the seventh 
fence and thus relinquishing the honors to Our Sailor. From then on it was 
one triumph after another, two more back again at Belmont in the Green 
Brush Steeplechase on September 20 and the Grand National Handicap 
Steeplechase on October ist, the latter proving merely a gallop when the 
only other starters Rioter and Birmingham both fell. At laurel it was the 
Chevy Chase Handicap on October 19, which Annibal added to his list of 
triumphs and after that at Pimlico on November 14, the Manly Handicap. 
In the former he again defeated Rioter and Good Chance, while in the latter 
his most formidable rival was Rocky Run whom he defeated by an easy five 
lengths. 
Toolbox remains the one horse of the entire year who has started as many 
as five times and been undefeated in all his outings. Beginning with the 
Camden Plate at the Carolina Cup Races back in April, a mile on the flat, 
the Jim Ryan-trained gelding came on to Middleburg’s Spring Meet and the 
Loudoun Plate, two mile brush race in which he defeated Trojan Racket and 
Our Sailor, Annibal’s conqueror. Then it was the Billy Barton Steeplechase 
at Radnor which Toolbox next captured, this time defeating Montpelier’s 
Golden Reel and J. W. Y. Martin’s Dark Hope. His next was another flat 
race, the Vinegar Hill Plate at the Rockaway, Cedarhurst, Long Island 
Meeting and then his last was-a three mile brush race at Delaware Park. In 
this, the Vicmead Highweight Steeplechase Handicap, the stout hearted 
grey finished strongly, despite his breaking down in the running, and led 
home Crooning Water by six lengths while Homesteader was still another 
two lengths away from him.

Middleburg Hounds met at Philo- 
mont, Monday, Nov. 21st, at 9. A. M. 
with conditions seemingly most fav- 
orable for a wonderful day’s sport, 
which proved otherwise as the day 
wore on. Huntsman Maddux took 
Hounds into the first covert on Dr. 
Frank Humphrey’s, and then on 
through into the well known covert 
on the Fenton Farm, which always 
holds a good fox. A cold line was 
picked up, which was marked to a 
den. 

Then drawing Silcott Farm blank, 
it was on across back of Lee Jackson 
Farm, swinging back northerly, t’ord 
Guinea Bridge, a grey was started, 
which made a very short circle and 
ducked in, in a briar patch. Hounds 
were then sent across the Smith’s 
Farm, where the field had to follow 
the joint-Masters, through the Dairy 
Barns, to get through.

Cheshire Hounds

Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds 
met on November 19th at C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Farm near Doe Run, 11 a, m. 
M. F. H. W. Plunket Stewart; Hunts- 
man, (Prof.) Charlie Smith; Whip- 
per-In, (Prof.) Frank Taylor. Bitch 
pack of 1914 couples of English bred 
Hounds. Members of the Elkridge 
Harford Hunt Club were guests at 
this day’s Meet. The Field totaled 
100 horses. Weather cloudy with 
South wind, heavy intermittent rains, 
scent variable. Fair at start of the 
day, poor during and immediately 
following rain storms and then ex- 
cellent during the last hours hunting. 

Eight minutes after Hounds were 
cast in “Stony Battery” covert, a Fox 
was found and viewed away. There 
followed a run of nine minutes in 
open country during which a teem- 
ing rainstorm commenced. A check 
of a few moments ensued when the 
Fox was again viewed across an open 
field; Hounds settled on the line 
which was then followed for a short 
distance when scent was completely 
lost at the edge of a covert. 

The wind had died down and the 
cloudburst settled to a drizzle. Scent 
was very poor at this point and those 
in the Field a bit discouraged about 
the possibilities for the days sport. 
Drawing from one covert to another 
a halt was called in the proceedings 
at 1:35 p. m., the rain having ceased, 
on “Brooklawn’’, where sandwiches 
and tea were served to the Field 
while still mounted. Hounds again 
moved off at 1:45 p. m. Three min- 
utes later, with every one’s spirits 
dampened by the rain and all thor- 
oughly drenched, a brace of red fox- 
es were viewed at the edge of the 
“Saw Mill” covert. Hounds settled 
on one, which afforded as blistering 








a run of forty minutes as could pos- 
sibly be encountered in any season 
anywhere. 

Running straight to and through 
Upland Wood and then through 
Pinkertons and Taylors, through the 
Quarry Covert and then to the Sheep 
Hill, Hounds carried the line over to 
a field on Lammont du Pont’s prop- 
erty at the foot of Thompson Hill.

Hounds met November 12th at

Five foxes were run in the course 
of the day. The first for twenty min- 
utes until he went to ground in 
Deetz Mill Rocks. The second could 
only be run in a walk by the hounds 
along Deer Ridge, finally lost after 
twenty minutes. The third ran at a 
good pace for thirty-five minutes to 
ground by Indian Rock.

The day was much too warm, the 
scent was “catchy’’, wind southeast 
with a slight rain at noon.

Most of the day 
was spent in a wild section far from 
any human habitation.

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GREAT FOXHUNTER PASSES 














It is with exceeding sadness that we learn as we go to press of 
the passing of fox-hunting’s respected benefactor, Henry G. Vaughan, 
Hon. M. F. H. of Norfolk Hunt Club and President of the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association of America, who died last Monday. Funeral 
services will be held to-day in Boston, and will be attended by many 
Masters of Foxhounds and innumerable friends and sportsmen from 
throughout the United States. 

The late Mr. Vaughan gave followers of the Norfolk Hunt Club, 
with.territory in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, thirty years 
of sport, during his active Mastership, 1903-1933. A great student 
of foxhounds, Mr. Vaughan was Secretary and Treasurer of the Mas- 
ters of Foxhounds Assn., for a number of years, and succeeded A. 
Henry Higginson, M. F. H., who resigned to go to England, as Presi- 
dent about five years ago. Always devoted te the sport of foxhunting 
in America, it was Mr. Vaughan, with Mr. Higginson, who was in- 
strumental in starting the American Stud Book for registration of 
American Foxhounds, which is now carried on by the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association. Mr. Vaughan’s loss to the Masters of Fox- 
hounds Association is a pronounced one. 





HOUNDS ARE RUNNING 





A hunting horn, a pack of hounds, the pink of a huntsman’s coat and the 
flash of a red fox out of the woodland and across the grass, could anyone 
ask for more? Hunting season is in full swing in the Old Dominion as it is 
all-over the country. Down here in Virginia, there is afforded,{perhaps no 
better sport anywhere behind hounds. Virginia is the foxhunter’s paradise. 
With weather favorable, foxhunting is a six day in the week affair with 
landowners going out every day, making the rounds of any one of eight to 
ten! packs within a comparatively short radius. 

There is no use trying to get eloquent about Foxhunting. For those who 
love it, words don’t compare with the sport. They're dull after the twang 
of the horn that calls hounds from covert, the huntsman’s voice that harks 
them to it, the “Gone Away” shout as the pack opens up. Is there anyone 
in love with Foxhunting whose blood cannot fail to respond to that never 
to be forgotten sound as the first hound makes his challenge and the fox is 
viewed away, even though it be for the thousandth time? 

The halloo “Gone Away”’, the pack giving tongue and streaming over the 
Virginia blue grass is such a never to be forgotten sight that it clings in 
your mind, a picture that does not fade. Following a fast pack of American 
hounds on a good line requires considerable heart; it requires a nerve or 
at least a disregard for consequences that is not the everyday sentiment of 
the average conservative American. Yet the cry of hounds can do more to 
dispel a case of nerves, lend new courage, inspire a naturally timid individ- 
ual to real feats of daring than the strongest of spirits. 

Foxhunting has a place in the American scene which God forbid should 
ever be displaced by too much civilization. In spite of hard roads, of hard 
times, of wire and the development of huge suburban areas, the cry of the 
Foxhound on the line of a swift moving fox will live for men will go further 
and further afield after its strong, compelling sound. The love of it is bred 
in mankind, for it has been followed by generations of men since the earl- 
iest of time. This great cry of the hound, must strike some responsive 
chord in the deepest recesses of our make ups to make it so compelling a 
sound for there seems no Satisfying the love of hunting. 

The urge to go Foxhunting can take hold of you. We all know it. We 
have all dropped things that should have been done today, left them undone 
until tomorrow, climbed on a horse and ridden to hounds in the hope of 
hearing that Gone Away shout and of seeing hounds stream across field 
after field. Foxhunting in Virginia has an unusual significance because 
from the earliest settlement of the colonies, men followed hounds. Some 
of the earliest hound importations were into Virginia. Today hunting has 
made the town of Middleburg nationally known among sportsmen. The 
men and women who gather to go Foxhunting may be as far apart as the 
poles, but when hounds are running, when that great cry floats back over 


the hills there is no stronger bond, no blood so thin as not to beat more 
rapidly, no pulse so slow or mind so worldly wise as not to forget all else 
but that hounds are running so let’s get ‘“‘Forrad On,” and thank Heaven 








for Foxhunting.
